ed preacher. 
Soon after going to prison Slaugh­ 
ter dismissed his Chico attorneys and 
it was suspected that George D. Col­ 
lins. a lawyer serving 20 years in San 
Quentin for perjury, was conducting 
nis 
appeal. 
Justice 
Burnett, 
who 
wrote the third district court's decis­ 
ion, stated “the briefs were undoubt­ 
edly 
prepared by a form er 
astute 
member of the bar now sojourning in 
San Quentin.” 
In the petition 
to 
the 
supreme 
court, filed this week, Justice Ber- 
nett's assertion draws this reply from 
Slaughter’s 
convict-lawyer: 
“ It 
is 
entirely irrelevant who prepared the 
petitioner's briefs and equally irrele­ 
vant whether the culprit does or does 
not sojourn in San Quentin. 
The in­ 
digent circumstances of the petitioner 
have compelled him to seek the gen­ 
erous assistance of one who lias al­ 
ways gratuitously given his services 
to tiie cause of the defenseless, the 
persecuted and the oppressed.” 
Quotations from the Bible relating 
to charity are then set forth in the 
petition. 
It is declared in the appeal 
that Slaughter has been reviled, vil­ 
li Tied and persecuted because of his 
fight against vice and liquor. 
The 
contention is made that the appellate 
court erred in practically all of its 
rulings.
